For the IP3R2 immunostaining, we used a standard protocol which consists of perfusion, fixation, permeabilization, and antibody incubation. After the 
perfusion, the fixation is important. We found that 6-8 hours in 4% PFA is enough. Antigen retrieval could help at some time, especially for the old sample. 
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
